Lenroot Tells Voters When 


There Was No State Pro- 
perty Tax 


Kcnosha — OP) — Money has been 


taken from Wisconsin taxpayers "to 
build up a surplus in the state treas- 
ury w:th which to play politics." Sen- 
ator Irvine L. Lenroot declared in an 
address here Thursday night. 


The state administration "made tax- 


es so high that they could not use all 
of the money that came rolling in 
even with all of their office holders." 
Senator Lenroot said. "Now they say 
there are no general state taxes this 
year, and I am going to tell you the 
reasons. 


"They took the money out of your 


pockets where it belonged and lent it 
to banks at 2^£ P*r cent. You went to 
the banks—many of you—and 
paid 


the banks 6 and 7 per cent for your 
own money to pay to tho state in 
taxes. 


"You are told that there is no gen- 


eral state tax. But they are careful 
not to explain that there is no longer 
an offset and you pay both your per- 
sonal property tax and your income 
tax. They forget to tell you that the 
state formerly got 10 per cent of the 
local collections of income tax and 
that 90 per cent went to the county 
and municipality. Now the state takes 
40 per cent instead of 10 and your lo- 
cal authorities must le\T more local 
taxes to take the place of those the 
state now takes to- the treasury at 
Madison. 


"You also pay 2 cents for every gal- 


lon of gasoline you use. No I am in 
favor of the gasoline tax; I am sorry 
we did not begin getting that tax a 
little earlier and we would have if 
Governor Blaine had not vetoed in 
1923 the gas tax bill he signed in 
1925."
